(2) adversely affect the safety or convenience of vehicular or pedestrian 23 
circulation, including reasonably anticipated traffic and uses in the 24 
area; 25 

(3) adversely affect an adjacent property or traffic control through the 26 
location, lighting, or type of a sign; or 27 

(4) for a large retail use described in Section 25-2-815 [25-2-813] (Large 28 
Retail Uses), adversely affect the future redevelopment of the site. 29
